Ile is striving hard for a parcel 
post and for postal savings banks. Both will become realiti.s if congress 
adopts the argent recommendations of the new' secretary. 
The details 
of his plan have been worked out carefully and it is believed that Mr. 
Meyer will come nearer to tangible results than any of 
his 
predecessors 
who have undertaken the same fruitless crusade. 
In the case of postal 
savings banks the postmaster general proposes to 
prevent 
competition 
with established savings banks by having incorporated in the law 
under 
which the government goes into the banking business, 
a 
clause under 
which but 2 per cent interest will be paid upon savings and a limitation 
placed upon the amount of deposits that will be accepted under one name, 
j probably $500. 
The stock objection to the parcel post on the part of the retail mer- 
j chant and small dealer— that the merchants in the big cities would take 
i advantage of the new service and steal their trade— he attempts to over­ 
co m e by a simple plan.

of those letters which lay at the bot­

In fact, 
when you stop to think a'.iout it. can 
anything be meaner than to rob the 
mails in this 
heartless, wholesale
